PRUSSIA. 

The following is from a Berlin letter :— 

“Tc is certain that two Prussian divisions, the 6'h and 13th, have 
been ordered to bold themselves in readiness to take the field, 
which can only have reference to a possible approaching conflict 
with Denmark. We got a telegram last night from Stockholm, 
mepvtionivg the great sensation caused in that city by the death of 
the King of Denmark, and that orders had been sent to Cariscrona, 
to get ready the screw war steamers lying there, and to recall a 
steam frigate and a corvette now inthe Atlantic. Here, since 
the acceptance of the new constitution by King Christian, 
the tone has become warlike, aud one hears talk «Ға con- 
flict with Denmark being inevitable and imminent. 1 
need not remind you that a crisis of some kind or other 
has become e!most our chrovic state in Berlin, and that a good many 
words are apt to pass before blows are como to. But it certa!nly 
appears probable that if Government and the nation were in tole- 
rable harmony, instead of being at daggera drawn, а Prussian army 
might very soon be on the march to establish Prince Frederick in 
possession of the Duchies. Аз it is, the tendency of the í hambers 
seems accordivg to what has transpired in the latest party mestings, 
to be favourable to his recognition by Prussia as their legitimate 
sovereign. ‘There із talk also of а possible declaration on the part 
of the Chamber of its willingness to make any sacrifices under 
certain conditions—the principal of these being the re-establishment 
in Prussia of a constitutional state of things. Such a stipulation 
must be cousidered ay about equivalent to an invitation to ministers 
to resign.”

The gung in 
action on Saturday at Morris Island were two light and two ley 
rifled guns at Gregg, three heavy rifled gans and four 10-inch 
mortars at the middle battery, and four rifle guns at Wagner. In 
the course of the day, 443 rifled shots were fired at the fort, of 
which sixty-one missed. From the mortars 373 were fired, 121) of 
which did not strike. The monitors fired eighty-six times, and 
never once failed to hit their mark. The flag-staff was twice shot 
away, aud was replaced by Sergeant Graham, Corporal Hill, and 
Private R. Swain, of company F, 12th Georgia Battalion. At 
leng'h the staff wss во cut up that it became necessary to raise tha 
battle flag of the battalion just named. The mortar shells throwy 
b. the enemy are so contrived as to explode а few seconds after 
impact Of these thirty-three were fired at the fort on Saturday 
night, twelve of wbich passed over. On the ваше night seventy 
rifled shells were also fired, ten of which missed. ‘There were 
several casualiies on Saturdac at the fort. The story of Sunà У 
is but a repetition of that of Saturday. The enemy's land battericg 
were served with the same fury, and the monitors assaulted the 
tort with the same vigour which characterized their fire ou the 
preceding day. About two o'clock the firing was very rapid, aver- 
врше four shots to а minute. The bombardment was siiil going 
ou at а late hour of the night, but no report had reached us, at the 
bour of going t» press, of the results of Sunday's operations. Our 
own batteries have been by no means inactive during the last two 
days, but we have learnt nothing of the effect of their fire." 

ihe long-expected advance of the army of the Potomac was 
made on Saturday, the 7th inst. The following details of the fight 
have been received :— 

“Оп the morning of the 7th the fifth and sixth army corps, 
under General Sedgwick, advanced to Rappahannock Station, they 
having the right wing of the army. ‘The first, second, and third 
corps, forming the left wing, under General French, proceeded to 
Kelly’s Ford When the right wing reached the Rappahannock 
they found the enemy in considerable force on the north side. 
Batteries, redoubts, and earthworks crowned both banks of the 
river. General Sedgwick at once stormed and took them, causing 
great slaughter, and taking many prisoners. When General 
French reached Kelly's Ford, about six miles below Rappahannock 
Station, the enemy threw across а division to support their picket 
line. General French brought вії his artillery to bear upou them, 
causing great slaughter and throwing them into utter confusion. 

“any prisoners were taken. General French then threw the firs; 
divi-ion of the third corpe across the river. On the following 
morning (8th) General French crossed with the remainder of bis 
comma.d, General Sedgwick having previously crossed, and at 
nine o'clock the two wiugs formed a junction, holding both banks 
of the river. The enemy, after their defeat in these two engage- 
ments, were so hotly pursued by the Federals that they threw them- 
selves into the river to escape. All their artillery on the north bauk 
was captured, said to be seven guns Their whole camp equipage 
was taken. General Bufords cavalry crossed at Sulphur Springs 
to cover the right flank, and Generals Gregg and Kilpatrick crossed 
below Kelly’s Ford to cover the left. 1tis reported that Kilpatrick 
hada fight near Stevensburg, but the particulars are not known. 
The entire number of prisoners taken by Generals Sedgwick and 
French is believed to be over 1,800. The Federal loss is reported 
to be four hundred killed and wounded—no prisoners.” 

Latest accounts report General Meade’s army to be all across 
the Rappah»snunock, and the Confederates falling back towards the 
Rapidan, having gs yet taken no position to offer battle. Meade's 
forces ore united, and he is said to be pressing on for a general 
engagement, 


DENMARK. 

The Derlinske Tidende publishes the following account of the oc- 
currenees at the palace of Glucksburg immediately preceding and 
following the death of King Frederick :— 

* At ths moment of his death the King was surrounded by his 
wife, her ladies, the marshal of the court, the Adjutant-Geveral 
Fersmark, the waster of the horse, two physicians, and the medical 
inspector, Schleisner. Previously to his death the King had given 
his body-pbysician, Lund, orders that, in case the disease should 
prove fatal, his body should not undergo any examination. The 
King had also previously expressed the wish that no grave-clothes 
should be put on his body, but that his body should be left in the 
clothes in which he died. His wishee were in these respects reli- 
xiously observed. Already, on the first evening after the King's 
Geath, decomposition had so far advanced that the medical men 
declared that if there was апу intention to embalm the body it 
would be necessary to place it in a metal coffin, and immediately 
screwy it down and solder it. The court-marsbal therefore gave tbe 
order for a wooden coffin lined with lead. Before the coffin was 
soldered down the marshal of the Court and Counsellor Bach cut of 
some locks cf the King's hair, to be givé& to the members of the 
royal family. The coffin was then воійогей down, and the two 
above-named officials signed a protocol setting forth that they had 
been present on the occasion.” 


Bust ог Saaxspree.—In anticipation of the approaching cele- 
bration of Shakspere's birthday, there has already sprung up а de- 
mand for relies and memorials of the poet. Fragmeuts of Hernes 
Oak and the old rafters of the barn at New-place, Stratfcrd-on 
Avon, are now anxiously sought after. A block of oak fifteen 
inches long from the latter place has already been carved for 8 
member of the Memorial Fund by Mr. William Perry, the wool- 
carver to thy Queen, into a graceful bust of the poet. The arfiet 
hus, it appears, studied the Stratford bust and Mr. James Borden's 
commentary on the various portraits, and from the impressions 80 
gleaned worked out his idea of Shakspere's éppearance in middl^ 
life. The oval face, arched eyebrows, lofty forehead, and regular 
featmres universally attributed to the poet, are, however, to the 
credit of the artist, represented without the вшїгї of the Stratford 
bust or that look of modern strewdness which spoils the best kuown 
of recent portraits, Tho moustache and the “ peaked beard" sug- 
gest, to some extent, the French fashions ої the day, and the form 
oí the head tempts one to suspect that Mr. Perry has too much 
faith in parenology. Upon the whole, however, the figure із ad- 
mirable, and in excellent keeping with the devices reproseuting 
Tragedy and Comedy, aud the coat of arms carved upou the 
pedestal. The whole work is characterized by в justness iu the 
proportion of parts, and a delicacy of finish, which we rarely expect 
to meet with in any soulptares not in stone, and well illustrates the 
progress recently mado in artistie wood carving.

The sensation, however, was bnt of a 
trifling kind. Not so in the volcanic district abou: Bronesa, on ihe 
same day snd hour. At Broussa itself, and along the Galf of Mou- 
давіг, the shock was less severe than at Ghinmlek, on the sea of 
Marmora, and the immediate neighbéurbood. At Gniumlek. thirty 
houses were damaged; the walls of the governors konak were 
cracked ; and the minaret of the principal mosqne crumbled to the 
ground. The shock proceeded іп а north-eusterly direc ion. At 
the village of Omourbey the visitation wes still stronger: the 
mosque and twenty houses were completely destroyed; and tbirty 
houses, belongivg to both Christians and Mahome.ans, were more 
or lees seriousty damaged. A young bey. son of a man named Ali 
Berout, lost his life by being buried in the ruins of one of the fa!l«n 
houses. This was the only life lost; but great excitement, fear, 
and confuston prevailed at Omourbey and Ghiumlek, and the vil- 
lages round about, all of which suffered in a slighter degree.”

“barns” are in reality eeparate «nd distinct fariistends off on the 
wolds, where catt!e are housed, aud certain po:tious of farm pro~ 
duce consumed Мг. Anderson, about eleveu o'clock, went out of 
the house, but immediately returned avd startled the company by 
saying he had seen all his stacks on fire Others then went out, 
aud air.

The places, ther-fo e, had to be pulled 
down from the ot.er side, in order to save the stuck, From the 
first, owing to the great hold of tbe fires. the bleak position, and 
general аскерсо of water, it was found utterly impossible to save 
any portion of the property On Mr Halls tarm (here were eleven 
соға stacks, of which six were entirely burnt, along wiih some of 
the sheds. On Mr. Anderson's farm the corn, with the exception of 
one wheat stack, had been thrashed out, but the remaining stack 
aud tho whole of the straw were consumed. On Mr. Speaks farm 
the state of things is precisely as іп the last-named, with the addi- 
tion of the destruction of the buildings. Lt is stated that Mr. Hall, 
Mr. Anderson, and Мг.

tute condition, and wishing to get back to England, he stowed him- 
self away on board the steamship Etna. He aud Greenock were

THE NEW KING OF DENMARK 


King of Denmark. The King is the father of the Princess of 
Wales, King of Greece, and a numerous family. King Christian’s 
accession to the throne of Denmark is likely to produce grave poli- 
tical perplexity. The sovereignty of the duchies of Schleswig and 
Holstein is claimed by the Duke of Augustenberg, and his preten- 
sions are upheld by Prussia and the German Diet. Denmark is 
prepared to assert her claim to the government of the duchies by 
force of arms, and hence it is not improbable that hostilities may 
break forth between Germany ап4 Denmark. Тһе King of the 
Greeks has renounced his right to the throne of Denmark, and King 
Christian has only two sons to perpetuate the new dynasty—the 
Crown Prince Frederick, now twenty; and Waldemar, & child of 
five.

A VERY STRANGE OASE. 


A MYSTERIOUS affair commenced on Wednesday before the Court 
of Assizes of Montpellier, where a gentleman of fortune, named 
Armand, residing in that town, was charged with an attempt at 
murder on the person of his domestic without apparent motive. 
The latter, whose name is Maurice Roux, was found on the 7th of 
July last in the cellar of his master's house, lying on the ground in 
a state of insensibility, his legs tied by a handkerchief and a cord 
round his neck. The vital heat of the body was almost extinct, 
and his appearance gave signs of an attempt at strangulation. On 
being taken to the hospital, he was gradually brought to a state of 
sensibility, but the organs of speech were completely paralysed, во 
that when on the next day he was examined by the juge d'instruc- 
tion he was forced to reply to questions put to him by signs. By 
means of a dictionary, he declared that on the morning of the day 
in question he was in the cellar, procuring wood for burning, when 
his master suddenly came behind him, and exclaiming “ I will teach 
you whether my house is а dirty hole,” felled him to the ground by 
a blow on the back of the head with some heavy instrument ; 
the assailant then bound his legs, and encircling his neck with a 
cord attempted to strangle bim. The servant further declared that,

he still preserved 

his mental faculties 

sufficiently to be

going on. In this 
\ state he remained 


for ten hours until 
he was discovered 
by а female servant 
š Š М of the same house- 
SS hold. M. Armand 
energetically denied 
the charge, while the 
servant persisted, 
even at the mo- 
ment when, his re- 
covery being соп- 
sidered doubtful, the 
sacrament was ad- 
ministered to him, in 
his accusation. The 
excitement caused in 
the town of Mont- 
pellier since the com- 
mission of the crime 
has been intense, 
and the trial was 
looked forward to 
with great interest. 
The popular feeling 
against M. Armand 
was roused to such 
a pitch that an es- 
cort of soldiers was 
necessary to protect 
him when taken 
from prison before 
the examining ma- 
gistrate. Dr. Am- 
broise Tardieu, who 
was consulted in the 
interest of the ac- 
cused, hag declared 
that it is absolutely 
impossible that Roux 
could have remained 
for ten hours in the 
state in which he 
was found; that the 
lncidity which he 
pretends to have 
maintained after the 
attack was physi- 
cally out of the ques- 
tion, and that his 
dumbness and pan- 
tomime was only a 
gross imposture. Тһе 
back of Roux's head 
slso bore no traces 
of the blow he pre- 
tended to have re- 
ceived. Rumovrs 
of various kinds 
were in circulation, 
some alleging а ris 
valry between the 
master and the ser- 
vant in & love affair 
as a motive for the 
outrage vi the for- 
mer, while others 
look upon the аоси- 
sation as an impu- 
dent attempt at ex- 
tortion by the latter. 
A telegraphic de- 
spatch from Mont- 
pellier, which an- 
nounces the opening 
of the trial, states that 
another attack was 
made the evening 
before in one of the 
streets of the town 
on Roux’s life, and 
that he ig so much 
injured as to cause 
Т the proceedings of 
the trial to be put off to another assize.—Galignani-

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Тик extraordinary agitation which now prevails in Germany 
respecting the succession to the Danish Duchies may lead to serious 
results. No one can read the uews which every day brings us 
without perceiving tbat there is real danger of a conflict being in- 
advertently began. А certain class of the German people have 
been ко loog lvosing forward to this conjuncture, and declaring 
what they would du when it occurred, that they can hardly let it 


puss away without at least an attempt to redeem their promises. | 


For nearly twenty years the patriots have been asserting that 
Schleswig and Holstein mast pass from the Danish Sovereign ав 
Hanover passed from England. After smouldering for so many 
years, ihe Behleswig- Holstein question has now accordingly burst 
ont iuto в flamo. Tho righ: of the King is denied by the professors 
of the University of Kiel, by the members of the Supreme Court, 
and other persons of sttaion, and they refuse to take the oath which 
which is teadered to them. А large part of the population of Hol- 
stein joins these demonstratione. They have attempted to hold 
meetings, and it is quite possible that some conflict with 
the Danish troops msy be the result. On the other hand, 
tho Danes appear to be ecting with vigour. The acceptance 
of tho Constitutional Act by tho new King and his 
consequent confirmation of the principle that Denmark and Schles- 
wig are one, while it has enraged the German party, haa filled the 
Danish people with joy sud excited them to the greatest efforts, 
Preparations are made for war by land and sea. Several thousand 
troops һауе been called out, two frigates aud some iron-plated 
vessels are being equipped, and it is probable that the Government 
willshow no fear evea of so powerful an antagonist as the Ger- 
man Federation Although there is а general opposition to his 
claim, the King icsists оп the immediate acceptance of his tiile, 
aud imposes tho oath of ailegiance on ell officials throughout the 
Duchy. In the meantime Prince Frederick of Augueteaburg is 
playiog his part with sufficient energy. He issues his proclama- 
tions, apd aunounccs his accession, and finds plenty of sympathy 
at Frankfort. His deslarations are received by the Diet, which refers 
them toa committee, and appears determined to carry out the policy 
originated at Gotha by the sulema recognition of the Prince's claim. 
Le.s threatening quesiions have filled Europe with bloodshed, end 
put everlasting enmity between nations. Bome rash proceeding on 
vither side, some aggression on the part of German sympathisera 
some riot in the Duvhies, some act of perhaps needful or perhaps 
urdue severity on tho part of the Danish Government, may 
biing азош в соЛізісп. In the German capitals there is evidently 
a desire to force the Governments to act, and the Governments 
appear to have no objection to be thus urged forward. The King 
of Hanover, wbo is expected to recoguise Prince Frederick, is 
already pressed by а portion of his subjects to hasten the Federa 
execution. In the Pruesian Chamber the rights of the Duchies 
seem likely to occupy the Liberals more than the domestic struggle 
which has till now engaged their attention. Ia Austria and 
Bavaria nothing appears 10 be thought about except the alleged 
ty'anny of Denmark, and the best means of rescuing that part of 
the Confederacion which is subject to it.

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THE LATE TRIPLE CAB MURDER. 


Ir will bo recollected that at the adjourned inanes: held before 
Dr. Lankester, at 8t. Mary's Hospital, on the bodies of Mrs. Hust 
and her two children, when Harriet Blake, the unmarried sister of the 
former, was called up to give eviden-e, she hauded to the coroner a 
packet of letters which she had received during the previous twelve 
months from the murdered woman. The coroner at the time 
thought it was unnecessary to read them, but said they might be 
reserved іп case it was felt desirable in the course of the inquiry 
that they shou'd be referred to. This was not done, and the jury 
recorded their veriict of * Wilfnl murder” against tho suicile 
Samuel Hunt. A subsequent perusal of the leiters which were 
placed in the hands of the court proves that had they becu read a 
greater amount of light would hsve been thrown by them upon the 
tragical event and the circumstances which led to it than almost: all 
the evidence produced. They аге now subjoined, aud a perusal of 
them will not oniy deepen the interest feit in this horrible murder, 
but prove beyond a doubt that from the commencement of the year 
down almost to the period of the murder the unfortunate woman 
had feared that such would be the end of her career, ін cousequence 
of the repeated threats and brutal violence of her worthless hus- 
band. That some such suspicion was ever present to the poor 
creature's mind is evident, as, in addition to her statements аз to 
Hunt's attempt to poison her, she almost invariably conciuies with 
an injunction to her sister to keep her letters. Тһе first letter, en- 
closed in an envelepe, bearing the post-mark the 23rd of January, 
1863, is addressed, (ав they all are) to “Miss Н. lake, 174, St 
John-street, Smithfield, City,” and is as follows: -- 
“ Friday, January, 1865. 

* Dear Harriett,—I am very unhappy, and sorry to bear you аго 
the same. Boen such а dreadful row. I don't kuow what I sba!l 
до. Don’t come. He said this morning he shall come and see ві!

they should see how he treated me. John, and Ann, and all should 
come to-night. Во dont, I pray you, any of you come. So un- 
happy. He calls me such names, and wished last night a 
dreadful wish, and then said, ‘If he chose to kill mo he could do 
it in such а manner he would not be found out; he could melt me 
to nothing, all bat my hair.’ So don't come, if he comes to ask 
any of you—I pray don't What shall I do?—and don't you ғау 
much to him, for my sake. I hope I shall see you some time or 
other. Good-bye. In haste.

FEARFUL CATASTROPHE AT SEA. 


Тнк Spanish papers contain an account, oxtracted from the Cuba 
journals, of the destruction of a Spanish steamer by fire attended 
by fearfel loss of life. In its main features toe stcry has a great 
resemblance to that of the Amszon, which was burnt some years 
ago on her voyage from Southampton to the West Indies. 
the Amazon, the Spanish steamer (the Mexico) was oa her first 
voyag». She was plying on the line between Vera Cruz and the 
Havannah, and left the former port on the 1?th of October. Un 
the following day, when ninety miles from land, between Capes 
Catoche and San Antonio, a fire broke out in the cargo, end spread 
with the greatest rapidity, bafiling all the efforts made to check it. 
The account of what followed is derived from sixteen persons who 
were saved in one of the boats. They say that they succeeded in 
launching one of the boats and getting clear of the ship ; that they 
lay off at a sbort distance, some forty or fifty yards, ia order to rave 
others who might have courage to throw themselves into the water. 
Тһе scene on board in the mezntime was most heartrending. 
Seventy paszengers were left on board; the flames were rapidly 
spreading over the vessel, driving the poor creatures for а short 
refuge to the poop. The shrieks and gestures of despair of some 
were mixed with frantic and confused efforts of others to save them- 
selves. These last, acting under the influence of terror and des- 
pair, and without order or method, defeated their own object. One 
bost that was lowered was dashed to pieces against the accom mo- 
dation ladder. Another, when lowered, got loose from the tackles, 
aud floated away empty. A third, which remained. alongside, was 
sunk by the number who jumped into it. А few minutes after this

were enthusiastically eucored іп the first act, the most өзі gaine 
expectations angured a triumphant success for the opera, even at 
that early priod, alihouzü it doubtless ар peared strange to many 
that po overture ushered the rising of the curtain. Probably the 
very effective сіреу chorus, which opens the first act, might have 
seemed all-sufficient for that purpose. Тігв chorus jutroduces us 
to the first beautiful soprano piece from Zillah (Wiss Anna Hiles), 
“ Would уоп learn the Will of Fate?” which gained а warm encore; 
as did also a duet which fuliowed between Ler and Gouzaguee (Mr. 
Weiss), When I Think of the Days tbat are Gone” ‘the gem, 
however, of the first act is from Blanche de Nevers (Miss 
Louisa Pyne) “ There isa Void within my Heart.” This was bran- 
tilully rendered, and the music, charmingly pretty, affords admirable 
scope for that exquisite taste in Euglish ballad singing 
so long identified with Miss Pyne. Another duet, for two sopranos, 
between Zillah and Blanche, gained the fourth encore, and а most 
effective quartette brought to aclose the first act, which, as before 
observed, raised great expectations for the succeeding ones.
